It cannot be too strongly reiterated 
that the w ithdraw al of Great Britain 
from the W ashington conference is due 
t o Canada’s in sistan ce, and that u n til 
the Canadian officials informed the, 
foreign office here of Canada's objec­ 
tions to meeting Russia and Japan, out 
of fear of being outvoted, Great Britain 
fullv intended to enter the conference. 
Great Britain fully intended to outer 
the con fere’ ce with the three other 
government. 
But for Colonel Hay’s representa­ 
tions, the first announcement of < 'rear 
Britain’s unwillingness to take part in 
the conference would have been final, 
but the United States ambassador so 
plainly pointed out the unusual charac­ 
ter of "Great Britain’s change of mind 
at so late a day that some of the foreign 
office officials decided to reopen the 
question and have been endeavoring, 
but unsuccessfully, to secure a anada s 
acquiescence 
_ . . , 
Sir Julian Fauncefote, the British 
ambassador to the United States, also 
used his influence iii a spirit of friend 
liness to the United States in efforts to 
secure the adherence of Great Britain 
to the original program. 
The diplomats in London consider 
that Great B ritain’s course was not 
courteous to Russia and Japan. 
Experts who have been investigating 
the sales of sealskins in London, in 
order to obtain evidence for the use of 
the United States at the conference, 
have been proof that 80 per cent of the 
skins sold by the Canadian companies 
are those of female seals and that most 
of the animals were shot.”

The

This last allegation 
is denied by the defense, although the 
fact that the receipts are wholly in the 
handwriting of Mrs. Atkinson, was ad­ 
mitted by her attorneys. Camden Som­ 
mers, on whose evidence the indict­ 
ment was brought, was the first w it­ 
ness examined by the state. 
His evi­ 
dence wa« strong against the accused. 
He described his discovery of

papers aud pointed out to them his rea­ 
son for his belief that the papers were 
forged. 
Letters from Owens to Judge 
Camden were here introduced as evi­ 
dence iu the case for the purpose of 
show ing the non-payment of the money 
for which the receipts are supposed to 
have been given.

K a n s a s C i t y , Oct. 7.—Bandits have 
held up a Chicago and Alton express 
tram at a point less than six miles from 
Kansas City. 
The robbery is the third 
occurring on that railroad within a 
year, all within 15 miles of this city. 
The Chicago and St. Louis express was 
stopped by eight masked men at Lvan- 
stein, a suburban stopping place just 
beyond Washington park. 
Evanston is about eight railes nearer 
to Kansas City than Blue Cut, made 
celebrated by the notorious James gang 
ami which wras the scene of tvNO pre­ 
vious robberies on the Chicago and 
Alton within a year, one on Dec. 28 
last, and one on Get. 28 last. 
How 
much booty was secured by the robbers 
is not known here. 
The train was stopped at Evanston 
siding by the explosion of toredoes 
which had been placed on the track. 
When the conductor aud brakeman 
went out to ascertain the cause of the 
trouble they were covered with revol­ 
vers iii the hands of four of the eight 
road agents. 
The other four quickly 
covered the engineer and fireman. The 
brakemen were compelled to uncouple 
the baggage ana express cars from the 
passenger coaches. 
While this was 
being done one of the robbers busied 
himself by going through the pockets 
of Conductor Graves, who was robbed 
of $22 in coin. 
In the meantime the bandits at the 
head of the train had ordered Engineer 
Tollette and his fireman to climb down 
out of their cab. 
Engineer Vollette 
hesitated until a pistol ball was sent by 
hi* head. 
He and the fireman after this persua­ 
sion climbed down quickly and two of 
the robbers immediately took their 
places. The others of the bandis crowd 
jumped aboard the baggage and ex­ 
press cars. This part of the train they 
ran up the track toward Independence, 
Mo., about a quarter of a mile. 
There 
they compelled the frightened express 
messenger to open the door of his car. 
The door once open, they dragged the 
messenger out by the legs, throwing 
him to the ground and took his gun 
away from him. 
I he messenger was 
then compelled to walk lack toward 
the other portion of the train. 
After securing complete possession 0i 
the engine and the baggage end ex­ 
press cars the bandits placed 2 A sticks 
of dynamite upon the big through sale 
and then lift d Die sraa ii r way-safe up 
on top of it. 
I hey applied .he fuse and 
the match and then evidently waited 
for the explosion, but tor some reason 
the explosive did not go off. and from 
subsequent developments it is evident 
the dynamite had great terrors for the 
men who were not afraid to run the 
ordinary risks of train robbing. 
It is clear that they were afraid to re­ 
turn to the express car. for, after wait­ 
ing a few minutes for the expected ex­ 
plosion, they hurriedly left the place, 
running into the underbrush which 
skirts th© railway in that section. 
The trainmen who had been left be­ 
hind with the passenger coaches politely 
waited a reasonable length of time for 
the robbers to complete their work and 
they then ran ahead to the engine any 
the two cars. 


Alter some delay, for they, too. wen 
afraid of the dynamite, they succeeded 
in lifting down the small safe and 
throwing out the d'liam ite. 
The en­ 
gine was then run back to the rest of 
the train and coupled on, and after 
full two hour*’ delay the express re­ 
sumed tho journey toward .'t. I*ouis. 
The p a s se n g e rs, especially the ladies, 
wero very much frightened, and when 
the robbers began shooting at Engineer 
V ailette, there xvas a wild scramble in 
all the coaches. 
Diamonds and other 
valuables were hidden in evory place 
conceivable in a passenger coach. 
Two Chicago and Alton detectives 
were on the train. 
Both were badly 
scarce, and neither of them put in an 
appearance outside of their coach until 
it was all over. 
General Superintendent W. K. Gray 
was also on the train .The express 
messenger 
was 
not 
only 
roughly 
handled by the road agents, but was 
robbed of $81 from his pockets. 
Tho 
passengers made up a purse of #25 and 
gave it to him. 
County Marshal Chiles and several 
deputies, as well as a squad of city 
police, left for the scene of the robbery 
on a special train.

clared well. 
Less restraint than usual is imposed 
oil the inm ates of such premises, and 
the result has l>oen that tne num ber of 
foci has been increased.

death rate is still small in proportion to 
the num ber of cases.

numliered 40 and deaths 5. 
Two of the new ca.'-es are in Algiers, 
m aking seven that have appeared iu 
that suburb.

mere farce, calculated to lull the lovers 
of law into a state of security. 
I k n o w 
that liquor is sold over many bars in 
your city, by the drink, until the early 
hours of morning 
The same powers of observation and 
practical experience show me that your 
Sunday laws respecting liquor selling 
are indeed such a howling farce as to 
cause much merriment in the lives of 
lawbreaking and law-defying saloon­ 
keepers in East Liverpool. 
Your laws state tiiut boys aud girls of 
a certain age shall tie in their home# 
and off the streets and alleys at a given | 
hour at night. This law is also a howling I 
farce, as I have ample reason to know, 
through personal experience. 
Further, 
I know that your police force is ac­ 
quainted with the same fact. 
Your city council has made rules gov­ 
erning, or supposed to govern, bike rid­ 
ing on your public thoroughfares. These 
rules are also a howling farce, as can I e 
proven by hundreds of reliable wit­ 
nesses. 
The mayor of your city and 
the policemen make no attempt to en­ 
force this last ordinance, as I have full 
cause to know’, as I have noted bike 
riders break all the rules connected with 
this ordinance, in the very sight aud 
presence of different policemen, W’ho 
looked at the offenders and smiled and 
kmiled again, aud made no attempt to 
interfere with the riders.

force him to believe th at Barnum said 
it all when ho declared that “ the Am eri­ 
can people like to be hum bugged.” 
They w ill applaud the bogus, the make 
believe, and allow the genuine—or, to 
use a worse bit of slang, * ‘the real th in g ” 
—to go off the scene w ithout so much 
as “ a hand. ’’ 
Fine frenzies in the dram atic business 
are a waste of energy, so I am told by 
a couple of actors, aud here is the story, 
a tale of how two ambitious ones gave 
to the exasperating pnblic perhaps the 
greatest bit of stage realism every pre­ 
sented aud received for their pains— aud 
bruises—an awful silence aud a few 
pointed rem arks from the gallery critics. 
I forget w hat the play was, and who 
the actors wero has nothing whatever to 
do w ith the m atter at this time. 
They 
are both stars today, however. One did 
: heroic parts aud the other the “ Ha, ha; 
| I ’ll steal tho g irl.” They had played in 
several pieces together and were friends, 
j One was a believer in real tears and all 


I that goes to constitute living the part, 
while the other believed that at no time 
: should the actor allow tho lines or situ ­ 
ations of the piece to make him forget 
himself. 
In the piece which they were playing 
the hero a n d tho villain meet at a crit- 


j ical moment a n d fight. In case the hero 
failed to K e t tl e his opponent—well, ne 
got his salary for doing it, so it had to 
occur. 


j 
The fight was rehearsed and was 
made to look real to a startling degree. 
! The gallery used to go wild and the 
whole house resounded w ith the ap­ 
plause, but this did not suit the villain, 
who believed in realism. It was his be­ 
lief that a real fight would make a hit. 
I believe I mentioned the fact that they 
were friends. That was true. They were 
up to the moment where one, in a mo­ 
ment of indiscretion, attempted to crit­ 
icise the other. 
Of course everybody 
knows th at when that occurs all friend­ 
ship ceases— between actors. Of course 
there were coarse rem arks passed, and 
the one who believed in realism and be­ 
ing an actor off and on finally folded his 
arms and said, “ When and where?” 
“ R ight here, if yon like. I t ’s a short 
job anywhere. ” 
“ You think.so. eh? Well, it shall oc 


cur in our fight scene tonight. For once 
tho pnblic shall see w hat they pay for. 
The plot of the play necessitates that 
you vanquish me. Wo shall Hoe whether 
it is so short a job. ” 
The worst of the quarrel was that 
they were both athletes, good wrestlers 
and boxers and willing. 
Tho play dragged slowly that night 
until the fight scene. 
The hero’s line, “ It is either you or 
I, Reginald M arshallson, ” was answered 
j by— in an undertone— “ You bet it is, 
and I ’ll m ark you so you won’t play for 
a month. ” 
, 
Instead of going to a clinch, as usual, 
j they both sparred about for an opening. 
They were too long in finding it, and 
1 from 
the gallery a 
critic shouted: 
j “ W’a t’s do m utter wid youse? 
Why 
! don’t ye g it togedder?” . 


I 
Then they both led and landed w ith 
a wallop. Theu they clinched. The vil­ 
lain back heeled the hero, aud dowu 
they went. 
“ Fight like a man, not like a dog,” 
whispered the hero in hoarse tones. 
The villain allowed him to get on his 
feet, and they began to spar again. 
I About the tim e the gallery got restless 
the hero landed a right on tile v illain ’s 
eye tnat sent him reeling. Had he reel­ 
ed the other way all would have been 
well, as the hero would have gone on 
w ith the piece, but as the hero crossed 
j the stago tow ard him the realist rushed 
and knocked him dowu w ith a swing 
1 ing left. 
j 
Now, by all the laws of melodrama 
, tho villain at no tim e should get the 
I bettor of the hero iii a personal encoun­ 
ter. The gallery knew th at and roundly 
i hissed the hero for so far forgetting 
himself. 
The stage m anager knew’ it 
and ran to one of til© wings to prompt 
him. 
The hero knew it, and he went 
back at the villain for keeps. 
They fought for five m inutes all over 
1 the stage. 
They knocked down papier 
macho trees, a stoop to a house and a 
f e n c e , besides each other. 
The whole 
company stood in the wings w atching 
the mill, and the manager cursed and 
made aw ful threats in a stage whisper, 
but somehow the audience was not im ­ 
pressed. 
The gallery 
yelled: 
“ Yer 
fakin. 
Why don’t ye fight?” The bal­ 
cony, from w hich on previous nights 
waves of approval had broken, sat quiet, 
bored and sullen. 
The parquet, always 
w illing to follow the lead from above 
on previous occasions, now sat glum, 
w aiting until the very bad im itation of 
a fight should end. 
The hero fought desperately. He m ust 
win. 
The plot of the piece worked out 
from his victory, but the villain clinched 
and fought as he had never dreamed of 
fighting. In spite of w arnings from the 
wings be refused to be knocked senseless 


aud allow tau hero ro go on ana rescue 
the girl. 
At last the stage m anager threatened 
them w’ith the curtain, aud the hero 
w ith oue m ighty effort freod him self 
from the grasp of tho realist and, rush­ 
ing tow ard the house in which the 
heroine was supposed to be, cried w ith 
a harelip accent: 
“ Bow’a re of 
me, 
Reginald M arshallson! My just purpose 
shall not be thw arted. ” 
As he had one eye closed and his 
mouth swollen out of heroic proportion# 
the sentence did not cause the gallery 
to make any particular fuss. The hero­ 
ine refused to allow him to kiss her in 
the rescue scene, aud the m anager dis­ 
charged them both.—Chicago Times* 
Herald.

At the sale of the Ashbumham library 
In London a cop y of the Mazarin Bible 
brought the good sized sura of |20,000. 
The Mazarin Bible is so called because 
a cop y of it was first discovered by De 
Bure in the library of (’ardiñ al Mazarin, 
in Paris, about 1760. Its value for book 
rollectors lies in the fact that it is the 
first book of any magnitude p rinted 
from movable ty p es. 
It was issued by 
(xutenberg at Mainz, in 1450-6, and for 
that reason Henry Stevens calls it the 
Gutenberg Bible, 
It is divided into two 
volumes, the first containing 8 24 and 
the second 8 17 p ages, each p age consist­ 
ing of two columna 
The characters, 
which are (iothio, are large and hand­ 
some and very much resemble manu­ 
scrip t. 
Before the discovery of this Bi- 
be the so called Bamberg Bible of Pfls- 
ter was generally regarded as the first 
p rinted book, but that honor is now 
universally accorded to the former work. 
According to Dr. Austin Allibone. 
there are six known cop ies of the Maza­ 
rin Bible on vellum, one of which is the 
volume found in the Mazarin library . 
The cop ies on vellum, how’ever, are later 
than the cop ies on p ap er, 21 of which 
are known to be in existence. There is 
a vellum cop y of the Bible in the Brit­ 
ish museum and a p ap er oop y in the 
Lenox library of this city . 
The p resent 
value of a p erfect cop y of the Mazarin 
Bible on p ap er ia about |16 ,000, and 
those on vellum are valued at about 
120,000. 
Practically , however, their 
value ia a variable quantity , dep ending 
on what the book collectors are willing 
to give for them. 
It has long been a 
matter of disp ute whether the ty p es em­ 
p loy ed in p rintiug this Bible were me­ 
tal lio or wooden, but the question is 
still undecided. As a sp ecimen of early 
p rinting the work is magnificent, con­ 
taining richly embellished cap itals in 
blue, red and p urp le.—New York Trib­ 
une.

Arm and W hy Th*y Ar* 
•20,000 F o r On* Copy. 
At the sale of the Ashburnham library 
in London a copy of the Mazarin Bible 
brought the good sized sum cf #20,000. 
The Mazarin Bible is so called because 
a copy of it was first discovered by De 
Bure in the library of Cardinal Mazarin, 
in Paris, about 1760. Its value for book 
collectors lies iii the fact that it is the 
first book of any magnitude printed 
from movable types. 
It was issued by 
Gutenberg at Mainz, in 1450-6, and for 
that reason Henry Stevens calls it the 
Unfentwrg Biblo. 
It is divided into two 
volumes, the first containing 824 and 
the Recond 817 pages, each puge consist­ 
ing of two oolumns. 
Tho characters, 
which are Gothic, are largo and hand­ 
some aud very much resemble manu­ 
script. 
Before the discovery of this Bi- 
be the so called Bamberg Bible of la s ­ 
ter was generally regarded as the first 
printed book, but that honor is now 
universally accorded to the former work. 
According to Dr. Austin Allibone, 
there are six known copies of the Maza- 
rin Bible on vellum, one of which is the 
volume found in the Mazarin library. 
The copies on vellum, however, are later 
than the copies on paper, 21 of which 
•re known to be in existence. 
There is 
a vellum copy of the Bible in the Brit­ 
ish museum and a paper copy in the 
Lenox library of this city. The present 
value of a perfect copy of the Mazarin 
Bible on paper is about #16,000, and 
those on vellum are valued at about 
#20,000. 
Practically, however, their 
value is a variable quantity, depending 
on what the book collectors are willing 
to give for them. 
It has long been a 
matter of dispute whether the types em­ 
ployed in printing this Bible were me­ 
tallic or wooden, but the question is 
still undecided. As a specimen of early 
printing the work is magnificent, con­ 
taining richly embellished capitals in 
bine, red and purple.—New York Trib­ 
une.

Having briefly reviewed some of our 
pan history, the fact must be admitted 
th.it when the w-hite men first visited 
our shores we were kind aud (confiding, 
standing before them like a hi wk of 
marble before the sculptor, ready to be 
shaped into noble manhood. 
Instead of 
this, we were oftener hacked to pieces 
aud destroyed. 
It is useless to deny the charge that 
at times we have been goaded to vin­ 
dictive and cruel acts. Some of my own 
tribe, however, were soldiers in the 
northern army during the civil war. 
Some of them were taken and held pris­ 
oners in the rebel prisons, 
and the 
cruelty which, according to the tales 
they tell, was witnessed there was never 
outdone in border warfare with the 
scalping knife aud tomahawk, and yet 
I believe that had the northern people 
been placed in the bouth under like cir­ 
cumstances 
their 
prisoners of 
war 
would have been treated with similar 
cruelty. It was the result of a desperate 
effort to save au expiring cause. 
I be­ 
lieve there is no reasonable person, well 
grounded in United states history, who 
will not admit that there were ten 
times as many who perished miserably 
in southern prisons us have been killed 
by our people sine* the discovery o* 
America. 
I recall these facts not to 
censure, but to show that cruelty aud 
revenge are the offspring of war, uot of 
race, und that nature has placed no im­ 
passable gulf between us and civiliza­ 
tion. 
While I most heartily indorse the 
present policy of the government in 
dealing w ith our people, I must admit, 
to be true to my own convictions, 
that I ani worried over the ration sys­ 
tem, under which so many of our people 
are being fed on the reservations.

neighb orhood of Tottenham Court road, 
then a resort of fashion, and was up­ 
roariously welcomed b y the populace 
in acknowledgment of his flight. Later 
on aeronautic flights b ecame a special 
feature of all these pleasure gardens. 
Ponds containing goldfish—a nov olty 
in the middle of the eighteenth century 
—were reckoned ns another of their 
special attract ions and were adv ertised 
as “ gold and silv er fish, which afford 
pleasing ideas to ev ery spectator.” —

while a band performed a concerto by 
Corelli or the last new composition by 
Mr. Handel, “ The Master of M esick," 
or a singer gave the last new song by 
Dr. Arna Afterward his visitors might 
enjoy the privilege of drinking new 
milk from the cow and picking flowers 
and fruit, “ fresh every hour in the 
day,” a great attraction, doubtless, for 
Londoners at a period when fruit and 
flowers were neither so cheap nor so 
abundant iii the metropolis as they are 
at present. 
Nor were morn artificial 
amusements lacking. 
In addition to 
illnminations, fireworks and masquer­ 
ades, attended by the world of fashion 
from princes downward, them were 
miscellaneous entertainments of every 
sort. 
A high scaffolding was erected in 
Marylebone gardens in 1786 for a pred-* 
ecessor of Hlondin cnlled "th e flying 
m an,” who was advertised to fly down 
on a rope pushing a wheelbarrow before 
him. 
in May, 1785, Lunurdi, the first 
aeronaut who went up in a balloon in 
England and was quaintly culled “ the 
first aerial traveler in English atmos­ 
phere” by contemporary prints, de­ 
scended unexpectedly one afternoon iu 
the Adam and Eve Tea gardens in the 
neighborhood of Tottenhum Court road, 
then a resort of fashion, and was up­ 
roariously welcomed by the populace 
in ackuowledgment of his flight. Later 
on aeronautic flights became a special 
feature of all these pleasure gardens. 
Ponds containing goldfish—a novelty 
in the middle of the eighteenth century 
—were reckoned as another of their 
special attractions and were advertised 
as “ gold and silver fish, which afford 
pleasing ideas to every spectator.” — 
Temple Bar.
